Selectmen's Report. 


To the Citizens of New Castle : 


The Selectmen herewith submit to you the annual 
town report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1907— 

The amount of money appropriated by the town 
was unusually large. There was no sinking fund 
appropriation, but it was left to the discretion of the 
Selectmen, if the amount on hand at the end of the 
year would so warrant, to make a reasonable deposit 
on account of the same. Accordingly, $500 was ap- 
plied on this fund, leaving a balance of $1,566.23 as 
cash on hand Feb. 15, 1907. 

Early in the year the Assessors received a letter 
from Calvin Page, Esq., and Parker W. Whittemore, 
Esq., stirviving trustees of the estate of the late Hon. 
Frank Jones, asking that the valuation of the Hotel 
Wentworth property, amounting to $87,300, be mate- 
rially reduced. Careful consideration was given the 
matter, and your Assessors acting on the belief that 
the valuation of the aforesaid property was fair and 
just and proportional, refused to abate, and so notified 
Messrs. Page and Whittemore, stating in our letter 
that we would leave the matter to the County Com- 
missioners or the State Board of Equalization, both 
sides to be governed by their decision. The trustees 
refused this offer. 

December 19, 1906, Mr. Page paid the full tax on 
the above valuation under protest. A few days later 
service of their formal petition to the Superior Court 
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for an abatement of the tax was made on the town. 
Again the matter was considered by the Assessors, 
with the same result that in their judgment they had 
made a fair valuation, and accordingly they decided to 
let the matter go to the Court with the belief that they 
would be sustained and upheld by the town.

Report of the Board of Education. 


In presenting the annual report of our schools, it 
gives us pleasure to be able to say that the schools of 
the town have enjoyed a year of general prosperity. 

The Grammar school and Primary school have been 
in charge of Miss Ida J. Hardy and Miss Maude H. 
Trefethen. They are teachers of moral and mental 
worth. Good teachers are hard to obtain, and when 
engaged and found successful should be retained as 
long as possible. 

We feel it to be our highest duty to employ the 
services of such teachers as are best adapted by nat- 
ural qualifications and education to manage and in- 
struct our schools, and whenever we have succeeded 
in doing this, we feel that our efforts in behalf of 
the schools have been successful. 

When a parent or guardian sends a child to school, 
the authority to govern the child goes with the child, 
and the teacher has the same authority to correct him 
for wrong doing that the parents would have over him 
at home. The School Board holds the teachers re- 
sponsible for the order in their schools, and will sus- 
tain them in all cases when they correct the scholars 
in a reasonable manner; and we expect the parents 
to sustain the teacher and to give her their aid in main- 
taining the order of the schools. The needed qualifi- 
cations of a teacher are not only learning enough to 
teach school, but something more; the minds of the 
children are easily moulded, and they will be influ- 
enced more or less by those with whom they associate, 
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and as they are with the teacher a large part of the 
time, for thirty-six weeks in the year, the teachers if 
they do their duty, will try to plants in their minds 
the seeds of goodness, honesty and truthfulness, which 
will bear fruit in after years/ The town’s money can 
never pay a teacher who does her duty to the children 
intrusted to her care. In most cases the parents of 
the children have supported the teachers with kindness 
and respect. 

Much might be said on the manner of governing 
schools ; while some govern too much, others govern 
too little, but they who govern by a motion of the fin- | 
ger, a glance of the eye, or some silent reproof, are 
the most successful. 

The town voted a liberal supply of money for 
the schools. We have endeavored to run the schools 
with economy, and to know as nearly as possible the 
worth of each teacher and the progress of the schools. 
But honest efforts on the part of the Board, and faith- 
ful service on the part of the teachers, are not all the 
requirements for the most successful results in the 
schools. 

A better appreciation of the value of our schools, 
and a more united and friendly striving of. parents 
with teachers to secure for their children industrious 
habits of good order and study, would do much to ele- 
vate the character and increase the usefulness of what 
should be our most cherished institution.
